National Thoroughfare 3,100 
Miles Long 


Construction work is soon to begin I 


11 the greatest rwtd-buildlng project| 
,'C-r attempted sinco the time when 
ic Caesars, in Imlltling the highways 
hich are still the main thoroughfares 


of ICuropo, gave rise to tho saying that 


"All 
roads lta<l to Rome." The mod- 


ern counterpart of these ancient roads 
is the- Lincoln Highway, 
a 
national 


thoroughfare that will 
extend 
3.100 


miles across the American, continent 
from .New Vork 
to 
San 
Francisco. 


Unlike tlie Roman roads, which Avero 
i mantfesialion of Imperial power, tho 
Lincoln highway is the result of a 
popular movement and is to be built 
uy popular subscription. After over a 
S'ear of careful investigation and after 
numerous conferences with tho offl- 
3ials of the different states that 
the 


highway is lo pass through, the route 
lirjs been definitely decided on. while. 
3f the $10,000,00fl needed for carrying 
3tit the work, over $4,000,000 has al- 
ready been subscribed. Twelve states 
ivill be crossed by this highway which 
is to serve to future generations as a 
fitting memorial to the martyred presi- 
dent whose name it bears. 


Although the general route of the 


lighway has been known, for 
some 


:imo. the exact location through 
the 


liffcrent states, owing largely, to the 
rival claims of local communities, fur- 
nished n big problem, and has only re- 
cently been determined. In each case 
the linnl decision was made mainly 
3:1 the basis of directness of route, but 
with due regard to scenic and historic 
ir.teresi. Starting at New York city 
tho highway runs in as direct a route 
•\s is practicable through the states of 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indi- 
ana, Illinois, Iowa, Nebraska, Wyom- 
ng, Colorado, Utah. Nevada, and Cali- 
fornia, to the western terminus at San 
Francisco. West of the Mississippi a 
large part of the route lies over the 
historic Overland Trail. At two points, 
one in eastern Colorado and the other 
on the west border 
of Nevada, 
the 


will comprise 
two separate 


routes. In the first instance the ob- 
ject was to include Denver, which lies 
off the direct route, on the highway, 
anil a branch was therefore planned to 
run from Big Spring, Nevada, through 
that city and to a connection with the 
main highway at Cheyenne, Wyo. At 
Reno, N'ev., the highway again divides, 
one route running north and the other 
south of Lake Tahoe to a connection 
it Sr.cramento. Cal. 


There is to be little or no opening 


of new roads, the whole route being 
aid out with the idea of connecting a 
series of local highways into one great 
transcontinental -highway, but .it is 
estimated that on about 2,000 miles of 
the route it will be necessary- to carry 
out extensive improvements 
and 
in 


some cases complete reconstruction. 
Such work will he done in cooperation 
with local communities, which will be 
asked to hear a fair portion of the 
expense. 
Several of 
tho states, ; in- 


cluding Illinois anrl Ohio, have agreed 
to divert a large proportion of their 
annual road appropriation to tho coun- 
ties along the route. Existing 
high- 


ways that have been improved will be 
used as they are. provided their condi- 
tion and type of. construction meet 
with the approval of the engineers of 
the Lincoln Highway association, wh< 
will consider permanency as well a: 
other important details. .The specif! 
cations of the association provide fo 
roads of concrete construction, pat 
terned after 
the concrete roads "

Of the many improvements In auto- 


mobiles now being proposed one of the 
most interesting Is a design recently 
patented in which (he power \s applied 
to each ol the four wheels and Ihe 
frame ]s BO sniveled as to allow

Great Lincoln Highway to be a 


National Thoroughfare 3,100 
Miles Long 


Construction work is eoon 10 begin 


on (he Greatest road-building project 
ever attempted since tho time v,-hen 
the Caesars, in bullrtlns tho highways 
which aro still the main thoroughfares 
of Europe, gave rife to the saying that 
"All roads lead to Home." Tho mod- 
ern counterpart of these, ancient roads 
is tho Lincoln Highway, a 
national 


thorougiifnro that will 
extend 3,100 


miles across the American 
continent 


from New York 
to 
Kan Francisco. 


Unlike the Roman roads, which were 
a manifestation of imperial power, tho 
Lincoln highway la tho result of a 
popular movement and Is to bo built 
by popular subscription. After over a 
year of careful investigation and after 
numerous conferences with the 
offi- 


cials of the different stales that 
the 


highway is to pa.s.s through, the route 
has been definitely decided on, while, 
of the SlO.OOO.OOd needed for carrying 
out the work, over $4,000,000 has al- 
ready been subscribed. Twelve states 
will be crossed by ihis highway which 
is to serve to future generations as a 
fitting memorial to the martyred presi- 
dent who'se name it bears. 


Although the general route of the 


highway has been known 
for • some 


time, tho exact location through 
the 


different states, 'owing largely to the 
rival claims of local communities, fur- 
nished a big problem, and has only re- 
cently been determinerl. In each case 
the final decision v,ras made mainly 
on the basis of directness of route, but 
with due regard to scenic and historic 
interest. Starting nt New York city 
tho highway runs in as direct a route 
as is practicable through the Btaies of 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Ohio. Indi- 
ana, Illinois. Iowa, Nebraska, Wyom- 
ing, Colorado, Utah. N'evacla, and Cali- 
fornia, to Ihe western terminus at Ban 
Francisco. West of the Mississippi a 


fie part of the route lies over the 


historic Overland Trail. At two points, 
one in eastern Colorado and the other 
on (he west, border 
of Nevada, 
the 


highway will comprise two separate 
routes. In the first instance the. ob- 
ject was to Include Denver, which lies' 
off tho direct route, on the highway, 
and a branch was therefore planned to 
run from Hig Spring, Nevada, through 
that city nnd to a connection with the 
main highway nl Cheyenne, Wyo. At 
Reno. Xev., thn highway again divides, 
one route running north and the other 
south of Lake Tnhoe to a connection 
at Sacramento. Cal. 


There is to he little or no opening 


of new roads, the whole route being 
luid out with the idea of connecting a 
series of local highways into one great 
transcontinental highway, hut it is 
estimated that on about 2.000 miles of 
the route it wiil bo necessary to carry 
out extensive improvements and 
In 


some cases complete reconstruction. 
Kuril \vork will iie done in cooperation 
with local communities, which will be 
asked to bear a fair portion of the 
expense. -Severn! of tho states,

cluding Illinois and Ohio, have agreed 
to divert a tarfte proportion of their 
annual road appropriation io tho coun- 
ties along the route.

ing poor, according to Mrs. Tillinghast 
and others, we may sec the worst of 
the present Industrial system by look- 
ing around u?. Does the reality jus- 
tify the, mental picture painted by her 
so cleverly? We are forced to believe 
the contrary. There are many juve- 
niles working in the mills but there 
are not many evidences of the Wasted 
lives deplored so touchingly. 
There 


are many girls receiving a low wage, 
but there is not much to establish 
a connection between low wages and 
prostitution. In fact prostitution Is 
practically unknown here, while It 
flourishes in many cities that would 
scorn the appellation of "mill" cities-- 
Boston, for instance. H is surely high 
lime that our people refuted the nc- 
cusations of such idealists as Mrs. Til- 
linghast. There are many near social- 
istic doctrines aired 
all 
around 
us 


daily, and the most extreme arc on 
the eloquent lips of progressive party 
orators. We may be carried 
away 


'temporarily by the idealism of these 
apostles of the impractical, but .with 
reflection must come a realization of 
the economic weakness on which (hey 
erect the structure of their inconsist- 
ent political creed.

est than the regular savings banks, it 
will Eet the business.

up such a. large list of depositors. This

lined to Lowell and that is why tha ne- 
cessity 01 absolute divorce between 
the business of savings banks and thai 
of national banks should he provided 
for in tho new currency bill.
